About half-past two o'clock the start took place, Sir David Rocho’s 
horse being ridden by Noble, and Mr, Lyons'a by Whelan. They 
were started at the top of the three mile course, near the turret, by 
Mr. Spraight, and went off together in splendid style, and continued 
so for the first round until they came to the stone wall, where both 
horses and riders fell.

Bets were now (akon at £40 to. £20 
about Smith, who, after an exchange 
of breaks, passed his adversary, and 
lef¢ the score at 83, Dafton 76.° Dut. 
ton shortly had tho balls left in the 
top corner, but did not get away 
rightly, as he only made the game, 
88, Bmith 86. Dutton here played 
wrattiing break of 16, and, after 
another stroke or two, the fame was 
called, Dufton 101, Smith 99; and 
afterwards Duafton 112, Smith 99. 
Smith now “ got in,” and a splendid 
following cannon was enthusiastically 
cheered, after which ha made 19 off 
the balls, bat broke down at the spot- 
stroke, Dufton did not add to his num- 
bar, and Smith again played a careful 
break up to 142—24 off the balla. A 
few strokes, during which nothing 
brilliant was done, made the figures, 
Dafton 182, Smith 165. Dufton, 
here again ‘*came,” and getting the 
balls near the spot, improved hig 
amé to 147, but breaking down, 
Smith went away fora nice break of 
27, the marker calling Smith 192, 
Dafton 147. Offers of £70 to £40 
now went a begging, and Smith 
played a lot of fine strokes, till, whilst 
the balls wero still rolling, he was 
backed at evens for the best part of 
£100. Before the breuleended he had 
run up to 24l—37 off the balla. 
Dufton again succeeded in adding 20, 
amidst many offers to back him for 
an even “pony.” Another 19° to 
Smith, in which were included some 
splendid cushion cannons, left the 
score, Smith 266, Dufton 177, A 
little “nursery” round the spot was 
played by Datton in really scientific 
atyle, and many a “ brayo” resonnded 
through the room as the marker called 
Duftoa 223. At the next shot, a spot 
hazard, he broke down, leaving the 
game, Dufton 226, Smith 260, 
Several small breaks showed the 
scores, Dutton 250, Smith 280, when 
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the former wasagain “ let in,” having the balls near the centre of the 
table, He scored a five stroke, and afterwards a loser and cannon, 
but there was an end of the break, and Smith added 6 to his 
figtres. Alternate strokes showed the score—Smith 322, Dufton 
278. Dufton hero bacbed himself, taking two “ponies” to ano, 
but failed to make over a dozen offttho break left. After a good 
deal of small pliy Smith again put a clever 17 to his account, and 
finished the break by a fine double banlk, which was loudly applauded; 
but still a bet at evens was very quickly picked up by an admirer of 
Dufton. The gamo shortly showed, Smith 864, Dufton 297, when 
the former again scored a clipping 31, in which there wore four long 
losing hazards from baullk up into tho left-hand corner pocket, the 
red being a foot below tho middle and about four inches from 
the oushion. These shots elicited thunders of applause, and whon 
the break was over the figures stood, Bmith 395, Dufton 297, 
Nothing extraordinary waa now done on either sido till the game 
reached, Smtth 448, Dutton 841, when £25 to £20 was offered on 
Smith, who ran up his gamo by a well played 18 to 466, and then 
mado a fino double balk, Dufton, howover, as tho “pugs” say, 
was not to be denied, and scored a hot cannon with a side stroke 
off the right cushion, which was heartily cheered, Soon after he 
broke down, and the playing was turn and turn about, without 
much result, till Smith passed out of the fourth century, and the 
game was called—Smith 503, Dufton 856, ‘fhe balls were then 
removed, their situations marked, and the assomblage dissolved fora 
quarter of an hour (10 minutes to 10). Returning at five minutes 
eee ten. a Jot of small numbers were added, till Dufton really got 

old of the balls in good earnest, and scored several rattling losing 
hazards into tho top pocket, followed by a clever “ jenny,’ which 
ran his gamo up 28 points, the game being called, Bmith 535, Dafton 
415, Smith’s next break was a *tall’un” of 28, and he was again 
andagain applauded; alternate play, during which Dufton again showed 
aeveral splendid cushion and double cushion cangons, bringing up the 
score to Smith 566, Dufton 477. Tho latter thon got hold of tho balls, 
anda gentleman offered to bet a “level fiver that Dufton was again 
the favourite.” Before the break of 34. was concluded, he was backed 
for level “pony,” aud during the following break (a 35) £25 to £20 
was laid on him. Presently Dufton so far improved his game ag to 
mako tho score 530 against Smith’s 571, and offers of £30 to £20 on 
him met with no takers, thongh £20 to £10 was literally “snapped 
up” when Dafton had reached his advorsary all but 18. Each player 
how seemed to vio with the other in the strokes attempted apd tho 
breaks mado. Smith almost immediately, when in the midst of the 
break of the ovening (64), waa again backed at evens, andat the con- 
clusion of his really splendid break, thundors of applause showed tho 
appreciation ofthe lookers-on. The marking board now stood, Smith 
635, Dafton 653. Again Dalton had to content himself with being a 
looker on, for Smith managed so wollas to scorea 30 break, and almost 
directly afterwards ho again played, and another 23 off the balls wont 
to his account, amid offers to buck him at £20 to 10, the gamo being 
Smith 711, Dufton 584. Dufton now had a chance, and though the 
balla did not break over favourably ho ecorod a well played 41, offers 
to takes 2to 1 being numerous, Smith played, but failing to score 
Dufton again struck some rattling caunona, and did not let go his cue 
till ho had added 50, the gamo standing, Smith 739, and Dufton 680, 
end tho betting being £30 to £20 on Dufton, taken, Smith here 
played a fine break of 18 off the red ball only, and concluded wich one 
of bia well-made double baulks, | A lot of small resultless play followed, 
till Dufton scored # 26, which left tho game—Smith 795, Dafion, 718, 
After acoring another 30 or 40 points ewch, Dnfton again made a 19, 
andthe marker called Smith 825, Dafton 782; offers to namo the 
winner at £30 to £20 finding no takers. In the ninth hundred, and 
when the game had reached Smith 876, Daffon 838, the latter player 
once more mado 19, in which were three or four ‘tall’ cannons. 
Here he was becked at evens, but when hia score was called—864 
againat Smith's 876—£20 to £10 waa laid on him, From this time, 
however, his oppouent fairly ran away with the game, making a 20, o

and ecored to 994, 997, 999, and gamo, whilst Dufton mado 899, 904, 
905, and 919. The game—played on a bsautifal new table by Cox and 
Yeoman, of London—was carefully marked throughout by Harry Evans, 
and it concluded at five miyutea to one on ‘T'nesday morning, having 
occupied oeantly five hours and a half. Tho second thousand of the 
match will be played at the Washington Hotel, Liverpool, on Monday 
évening next.
